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CFG Hears About Bus Changes, 
Advised That Problem Is Money

. . .I'm having a hard 
time understanding ... ex¬ 
cept for those ones who are 
riding the F-6 . . how 
people in Greenbelt are go¬ 
ing to be hurt any worse by 
this plan,” said Jim Raszew- 
ski, of the county Office of 
Transportation, “Every sit¬ 
uation we've gone through 
here shows you that the ser¬ 
vice will either stay the same 
or get better.” 

Many of those attending 
the Citizens for Greenbelt 
(CFG) meeting on June 24 
did not agree with Raszew- 
ski. The meeting was held to 
discuss the “turnback 
study” proposal for realign¬ 
ing bus routes when the 
Metrorail station opens in 
December. Some of that dis¬ 
agreement stemmed from 
differing expectations of 
what would happen when the 
station opens . Several speak¬ 
ers called for increased bus 
service to encourage rider- 
ship including more late 
night service and Sunday 
service. 

Betsy Liktfwski argued that 
the opening of the station is a 
“whole new ball game.” If Metro 
offered frequent service to the 
station, many people who are 
unwilling to take the current 


long bus rides to a station, par¬ 
ticularly during off peak per¬ 
iods, might be encouraged to 
take Metrorail. 

Paul Gilden charged that the 
ridership data will be “garbage” 
as soon as the station opens. 
Ironically, when the station opens 
and the F-6 route changes, he 
will have to stop using the sub¬ 
way because there will be no 
late service from the station 
to the core of town, he said. 

Raszewski denied that there 
had been cutbacks in bus ser¬ 
vice. He said that all savings 
in miles and hours had been 
put back into the county bus 
system- However, the increases 
that offset Greenbelt cutbacks 
are generally in other parts of 
the county, Greenbelt did not 
score high in the criteria used 
to justify expanded service. 

The routes in the Greenbelt 
area are “consistenly our poor¬ 
est performing routes,” Raszew¬ 
ski said. The priorities for es¬ 
tablishing service are: first, re¬ 
duce overcrowding, second, im¬ 
prove peak hour service and 
third, improve off-peak service. 
Late evenings, early mornings 
and Sunday service, which are 
also the most expensive types 
of expansion- are the lowest pri¬ 
ority. 

The problem comes down, in 
the final analysis, to money. 
Raszewski said that all revenues 
collected by Metro, including bus 
and rail fares, parking fees and 
development revenue, cover less 


than half the cost of running 
the system. Thus, new service 
not offset by cuts elsewhere is 
not an option, with or without 
the turnback study. 

F-6 

One of the most controversial 
changes in Greenbelt has been 
the elimination of Greenbelt 
from the F-6 route serving the 
University of Maryland. Irene 
Hensel, a panelist at the meet¬ 
ing and one of the founders of 
Save Our Buses (SOB), charged 
that without this route Green- 
belters did not have adequate 
service to the university. In ad¬ 
dition, she said, it is the only 
bus serving the University 
Squar e/Charlestowne Village/ 
Belle Pointe area of the city. 
SOB is spearheading a petition 
drive that Hensel said has gen¬ 
erated more than 2,000 signa¬ 
tures against the proposed route 
changes. 

Raszewski said that his staff 
was looking at ways to provide 
service to this area of the city- 
However, he said, an average of 
two Greenbelters per trip are 
riding the F-6, which does not 
justify continuing the service. 
Without this route, city residents 
can take the T-15 or R-12 to the 
Metro station and transfer to 
the C-2 to reach the University- 
R-ll/R-15 

These commuter express routes 
to the New Carrollton station, 
R-ll and R-15, would be discon¬ 
tinued under the turnback pro-

The Colton Years - Quiet Stability 
Ending in Acrimony and Arrogance

“The acrimony and arro¬ 
gance that was here in the 
70’s is back again,” stated 
Greenbelt Homes Incorpor¬ 
ated (GHI) General Man¬ 
ager Ronald Colton in ex¬ 
plaining his decision to re¬ 
sign and obtain other em¬ 
ployment. "I felt that under 
the current state of affaire 
there was little that I could 
accomplish to improve the 
quality of people’s lives. I 
feel that my skills could be 
better used elsewhere.” 

The manager's frustrations 
first became publicly apparent 
with the distribution of the 1992- 
1993 Annual Report to the 1600 
member housing cooperative in 
which he reported that the last 
year had been a “difficult one” 
which found the staff “respond¬ 
ing to a variety of wild allega¬ 
tions as the contentiousness 
within the community turned 
into factionalism,” 

Then at the May 13 board 
meeting- the last before the co¬ 
op’s annual meeting, Colton fur¬ 
ther telegraphed his unhappi¬ 
ness with a statement that said. 


in part, “If the kind of treatment 
that Dr- MeCarl, Mr. Shinder- 
man, and others were afforded 
during the April 20 Board meet¬ 
ing is indicative of how democ¬ 
racy is to operate in GHI in 
the future, then frankly I would 
have no desire to be associated 
with such a group of self-pro- 
claimed ‘professionals'.” 

When, at the annual meeting, 
Colton stated that it was pos¬ 
sibly the last time he would ad¬ 
dress the membership, a small 
vocal group cheered and applaud¬ 
ed. As the hecklers continued to 
interrupt him, Colton went on 
to say, “This is what I'm talk¬ 
ing about, this is what goes on 
at board meetings.” He then 
spoke of the “atmosphere of 
ridicule and sarc: sm, rumor 
mongering, executive session 
leaks, and threats of lawsuits.” 

New Employer a Surprise 

Although some hoped that Col¬ 
ton might change his mind after 
some of his most vocal critics 
were defeated at the GHI elec¬ 
tion, Colton submitted his resig¬ 
nation to the new board at its 
first meeting on May 27. The 
surprise was not so much that 
Colton was resigning as it was

Until the GHI Board of Di¬ 
rectors appoints a new general 
manager, the cooperative’s fi¬ 
nance director and controller, 
Paul Sinner will serve as acting 
general manager. Sinner came 
to his position in GHI four years 
ago at the time of the retirement 
of Don McGinn. 

A graduate of Lehigh Univer¬ 
sity with a bachelors degree in 
accounting and finance- Sinner 
has had more than 20 years in 
the field of accounting, having 
worked in manufacturing, fast 
foods, airlines, wholesale, con¬ 
struction and non-profit organi¬ 
zations. He has held the titles 
of accounting officer, corporate 
secretary and treasurer, person¬ 
nel officer, vice-president and 
controller and chief financial of¬ 
ficer. 

‘Til do both jobs temporarily,” 
he said, “until the board comes 
up with someone. It will be dif¬ 
ficult to do both jobs, but I 
will do the best I can.” Sinner 
advised that he is not interest¬ 
ed in becoming the next general 
manager.

While having no statutory authority whatso¬ 
ever, the document helped shape the ultimate form of the 
American regime because it articulated “for |a candid 
world” why jfche American colonials' rebellion from the 
English crown was just. This July 4, Greenbelters once 
again have an opportunity to commemorate Independence 
Day and express their own hopes with picnics, games, con¬ 
certs, and, of course, fireworks. 


City Events 

The city of Greenbelt’s ^re¬ 
works display will begin shortly 
after dark (about 9 p.m) in 
“Buddy” Attick Park. Prior to 
that, the Greenbelt Concert Band 
of Prince Georges County, a 
50-piece ensemble led by John 
Del Homme, will perform a med¬ 
ley of patriotic tunes and 
Tchaikovsky's “1812 Overture” 
(sans cannon) in the park from 
7 p.m. until dark. Spectators 
should bring their own blankets 
and lawn chairs. 

Caveat Celebrator 

No alcoholic beverages are 
permitted in city parks- Further¬ 
more, no private fireworks of 
any sort (including sparklers, 
“snakes,” and “snappers”) may 
be used in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, according to Officer George 
Matthews of the Greenbelt Po¬ 
lice Department He implores 
everyone not to call police for 
information on events. They 
have their hands full with crowd 
control and service calls. It’s 
one of their busiest weekends 
of the year. 

One good reason does exist 
to call police: lost children. Po¬ 
lice can assist with this, says 
Officer Matthews. The best pol¬ 
icy, of course, is to keep track 
of them. But Robbie Burns 
might have said, the best-watch¬ 
ed kids gang aft a-gley. 

Residents are also reminded 
that parking at Attitek Park is 
reserved for the elderly and han¬ 
dicapped and for city emergency 
vehicles. The lot may be used 
to drop off passengers but dri¬ 
vers are required to remain with 
their vehicles at all times while 
doing so. Parking will be per¬ 
mitted along Crescent Road. 

American Legion Picnic 

American Legion Post 136 will 
begin its annual celebration of 
Independence Day at noon. It 
will feature a catered picnic, a 
jazz band concert, dancing, and 
games and prides for children and 
adults. The picnic’s sumptuous 
offerings, sold from noon to 5 
p.m., will include pit barbecue 


beef sandwiches, fried chicken, 
crab cakes, grilled Italian sau¬ 
sages, hamburgers, hot dogs, and 
side dishes. (Hot dogs, ice cream, 
and fruit-flavored drinks are 
free for younger children). Table 
space is limited, so picnickers 
are advised to bring blankets 
and lawn chairs. 

Rudy Adlers mostly-Dixieland 
jazz band will be playing dur¬ 
ing the same period. At 6 pm-, 
a deejay will cue up dance music 
in the main hall until the fire¬ 
works begin at dark. (The city 
fireworks display may be viewed 
from the Legion’s parking lot). 
Games and rides will include a 
Moon Bounce, pony rides, an egg 
toss competition, a dunk tank, 
and a Moon Bounce. In addition, 
there will be a horseshoe tour¬ 
nament, with a small entry fee. 

Cancellations 

The city’s annual 4th of July 
men’s softball tournament will 
not be held because an insuffi¬ 
cient number of teams regis¬ 
tered. According to Harry James 
of the Recreation Department, 
it will be rescheduled for the 
first week of August. The tour¬ 
nament is held in memory of 
David Craig, a beloved resident 
of Greenbelt whose untimely 
death in an auto accident some 
years ago moved friends and 
relatives to establish a memor¬ 
ial fund in his name. The fund 
is used for scholarships at Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School and 
other worthy purposes. 

Also cancelled is Springhill 
Lake’s usual July 4 celebration. 
According to Carol Dougherty, 
the apartment complex’s market¬ 
ing director, turnout has been 
light in recent years. She said 
the funds will be used for a 
“resident appreciation day” some 
time in August.

Working Together 

The events culminating in the May annual meeting 
of Greenbelt Homes have been disturbing. You can call it 
acrimony or arrogance, contentiousness, questioning and 
criticism or whatever, it was an unpleasant scene. When 
the General Manager, Ronald Colton, became personally/in¬ 
volved in the embroglio, it became obvious that he could 
no longer continue to work with a divided Board of Direc¬ 
tors. We agree with his assessment that there was little 
which he could accomplish and that he had become a part 
of the problem. His resignation was appropriate and hope¬ 
fully will enable the members of the new board to begin to 
work together for the benefit of the cooperative’s almost 
1,600 members. 

While Colton’s resignation was appropriate, it was 
most unfortunate that it had to come to that. His tenure 
as General Manager has done a great deal to stabilize and 
improve the cooperative organization. Several of the long¬ 
time boardmembers who have worked with a number of 
managers have labeled Colton as the best or one of the 
best. 

Colton is credited with the financial solvency of GHI 
which has resulted in its operating in the black for the 
past four years and in building up replacement reserves 
that, if prudently managed in the future, will prevent GHI 
from ever having to go through another rehab program. 
He is credited for helping to solve much of GHI’s severe 
parking problem and in establishing the fee-for-service 
program that has helped many members arrange for need¬ 
ed maintenance work which they are unable to do them¬ 
selves. He also has been credited for modernizing the ac¬ 
counting system and upgrading the professional quality, 
skills and abilities of GHI employees. 

Compared to these accomplishments, the issues recent¬ 
ly raised that resulted in all the dissension and bickering 
seem minor. We wish Colton well in his new endeavor, one 
that will be challenging to him in a different way and 
which, hopefully, will enable him to make a major contri¬ 
bution towards improving the quality of life among our 
nation’s poor. 

While Colton leaves GHI in good condition, it is not 
without problems. Colton contends that some of these prob¬ 
lems were put on the back burner because of the feuding 
going on. We hope that the tone of the first meetings of the 
new board is a sign that every effort will be made to work 
together and to respect each other’s differing views and that 
personal egos and motives will not take the place of team¬ 
work. 

The first challenge of the board is to find a new General 
Manager who will continue to build on the solid foundation 
left by Colton.l We wish the board success and hope that 
its efforts will not only result in the employment of a top 
quality professional, but be a unifying experience for the 
board. We hope that the board and the new manager will 
then be able to go on and deal as a team with those prob¬ 
lems that were left on the back burner.

Curbside Collection 
To Use New Hauler 

Effective July 6, a new hauler 
will assume responsibility for 
the 3,500 households with curb- 
side collection of recyclables. 
The new company, Recyj’ing 
Inc. of Tuxedo, Md., worked with 
Greenbelt in the 1980’s, recycling 
newspapers and has worked with 
many local towns on curbside 
collection including College Park 
and University Park. 

Curbside collection now costs 
$16.20 per household/year — a 
28% reduction from previous 
rates. Residents are asked to use 
the curbside collection to recy¬ 
cle newspapers, glass, aluminum 
and steel cans, plastic milk/water 
jugs and soda bottles- Doing so 
will reduce the costs to ?ity 
residents for operating the drop¬ 
off recycling center. 

With the new company the 
collection route may vary so 
residents should be sure to place 
recycling containers out by 7 
a.m Collection days will not 
change.

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Council Takes Next Step 
Towards Community Center 

Although most of the June 14 meeting was devoted 
to the proposed changes in bus service, the Greenbelt City 
Council also disposed of a variety of other agenda items 
including establishing a budget for the community center. 

Council authorized the arehi- Greenbelt resident William Clarke 


tects to proceed with construc¬ 
tion plans for the community 
center, which is to be housed 
in Center School. The building 
must first be remodeled and 
brought up to code standards. 
Developing plans for a black box 
theater will not be part of the 
architect’s charge. The esti¬ 
mated cost for the work is $5.8 
million. Council also directed the 
architect to prepare bid alter¬ 
nates excluding certain improve¬ 
ments that could be deferred to 
reduce costs an estimated $1.06 
million. 

Even with these reductions the 
estimated cost will exceed the 
available funds by about $400,- 
000. Staff hopes that favorable 
bids could reduce that gap. If 
not, funds for other capital pro¬ 
jects will ha^e to be re-allocated. 

Council also directed the ar¬ 
chitects to develop a concept 
plan for a traditional proscen¬ 
ium arch theater utilizing funds 
previously allocated to do con¬ 
struction drawings for the black 
box theater. 

In another step towards get¬ 
ting the community center pro¬ 
ject underway, Council agreed 
to staff’s recommendation to use 
Alex Brown and Sons as finan¬ 
cial advisor for the sale of the 
$3 million bond issue authorized 
to pay for remodeling the school. 

Trail Widening 

At the request of Potomac 
Pedalers Touring Club, Inc., and 


of Ridge Road, Council unani¬ 
mously agreed to ask the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (MNOPPC) 
to reconsider paving a 4.8 mile 
extension of the Anacostia Trib¬ 
utaries Trail at a 10 to 12 foot 
width instead of the proposed 
eight foot width. The American 
Association of State Highway 
and Transportation officials rec¬ 
ommended the wider width to 
better accommodate both hikers 
and bikers. 

Other Items 

In other actions, the coun¬ 
cil: 

—Accepted reports from the 
Community Center Task Force 
and the Arts Advisory Commit¬ 
tee concerning the design for a 
threater for the Community Cen¬ 
ter and agreed to meet with the 
Theater Development Board of 
the Greenbelt Arts Center in 
a work session on July 21* 

—Adopted a housekeeping 
resolution to transfer funds at 
the end of the year with Gen¬ 
eral Government requiring $25,- 
000 for litigation expenses and 
Recreation and Parks requiring 
$80,000 for higher than expect¬ 
ed utility costs- A second house¬ 
keeping resolution was intro¬ 
duced to authorize the negotiat¬ 
ed purchase in the new fiscal 
year of a variety of goods for 
which bidding is not feasible- 
It will be acted upon at the next 
meeting._

of Police Cadet. 

—Protested regulation changes 
proposed by the Department of 
Juvenile Services that Greenbelt 
CARES believes would impact 
upon the confidentiality of client 
records. 

—Agreed to accept two grants 
related to police drug enforce¬ 
ment totaling $65,452, about 
$4,000 less than what the city 
had expected. The city will have 
to provide $21,817 in matching 
funds. 

—Pushed back the next two 
regular meetings a week to Tues¬ 
day. July 20 and Monday, Au¬ 
gust 16 and deferred scheduling 
other meetings until July. _

with his choice of a new em¬ 
ployer. It had long been known 
that Colton was considering a 
two-year stint with a consultant 
for the Agency for International 
Development to work on housing 
in the Ukraine- Instead, he an¬ 
nounced his plans to work as 
Program Director for the En¬ 
terprise Foundation, a founda¬ 
tion established by Columbia de¬ 
veloper James Rouse. 

Colton’s last day at his GHI 
office was June 11. However, he 
will be available as needed by 
the board and expects to be in 
and out and attending board 
meetings for the next month or 
so. GHI finance director and 
controller, Paul Sinner, will 
serve as acting general manager 
until the board selects a new 
manager. 

Colton became GHI’s seventh 
general manager in September 
of 1964. His eight and a half 
years of tenure is second long¬ 
est, with former manager Roy 
Breashears holding the record. 
Prior to Colton, GHI had gone 
through three general managers 
in rapid succession while it un¬ 
dertook its rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. 

With a Masters Degree in ur¬ 
ban planning and management 
from the University of Mary¬ 
land, Colton was the Develop¬ 
ment Director of a non-profit 
housing corporation prior to 
coming to GHI- As has been the 
case with most GHI managers, 
Colton does not live in the co¬ 
operative. However, he is a for¬ 
mer resident of Greenbelt and 
served on the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board from about 1976 to 
1080, He is married and has a 
14-year-old daughter. 

Era of Stability 

After the turmoil and disrup¬ 
tion of the rehab and the many 
issues that were dealt with, many 
feel that Colton instituted an 
era of stability and quiet 
strengthening of the co-op or¬ 
ganization. “I was fortunate” he 
stated- “I had the best percent¬ 
age of good board members of 
any manager- The focus for 
achievements should go to them,” 

Colton cites a number of ac¬ 
complishments that have taken 
place. First and foremost, GHI 
has strengthened its financial 
position- If present financial and 
maintenance practices continue, 
GHI should be able to maintain 
its housing in good condition 
without the need to undergo an¬ 
other major rehabilitation- 

Overall, Colton believes the 
housing community looks much 
better. Things that weren’t at¬ 
tended to now have been. The 
larger townhomes and the GDC 
apartments were rehabed- For the 
townhomes this meant replacing 
the heating and air conditioning 
units, installing new siding and 
more insulation on the second 
floor. Also settlement problems 
were corrected. 

Referring to the past rehab 
program, Colton feels that the 
right things were done for the 
frame homes, but that the work¬ 
manship was poor. For the ma* 
sonrv homes, he feels the wrong 
things were done, but that the 
workmanship was good. For the 
townhomes, Colton said he tried 
to do the right things and good 
work as well. 

Through proper maintenance 
Coltor has tried to prevent cri¬ 
sis situations from re-occurring 
He notes that there has been a 
reduction in the number of 
emergency maintenance requests 
received. 

Colton also worked With the 


board and a committee on the 
shortage of parking spaces for 
the cooperative. As a result of 
the parking program parking 
complaints have been reduced by 
70%. 

Colton is also proud of im¬ 
provements that have been made 
to the organization. “We have 
modernized the basic way the 
organization operates.” As ex¬ 
amples, he cites budgeting proce¬ 
dures, the better monitoring of 
expenses, the contracting for 
services and improved employee 
training and skills. Even so, he 
regrets that he never had time 
to do some of the staff training 
he would have liked to have 
done. 

Major Issues 

There are still major issues 
facing the co-op that have to be 
dealt with, Colton believes- The 
rehab program, which he terms 
a “moderate” rehab, did not take 
care of all problems. In par¬ 
ticular, he cites the need to deal 
with the corporation’s infra¬ 
structure — its parking courts, 
sidewalks storm drainage, waste 
lines and roadways. To deal with 
these needs will be costly. How¬ 
ever, he believes the needs can 
be handled if GHI continues to 
adopt the kind of budgets it has 
during the past five years- 

Since the rehab, the price of 
homes has risen to a point that 
Colton feels GHI homes are no 
longer affordable by blue collar 
workers. This has resulted in a 
greater diversity of community, 
with higher income households 
moving into the co-op. He notes 
that GHI is also becoming more 
of an elderlv housing commun¬ 
ity. “GHI is now a community 
of singles, childless couples and 
empty nesters,” Colton states. 

As a result of the changes in 
the community. Colton claims 
that there are some serious un¬ 
met social needs to which staff 


has had to respond in piecemeal 
fashion. “We tried to set a pro¬ 
gram for the board to deal with 
this problem,” Colton noted, “but 
when so much of the meeting 
time is taken up with bickering 
and accusations, needs such as 
this get pushed to the back 
burner.” 

Colton feels that the board 
must recognize these trends and 
deal with the issues. “Staff can 
do so much, but staff can’t make 
policy.” he continued. He then 
likened staff to the referees in 
a basketball game. “They don’t 
make the rules, they enforce 
them.” 

Colton is concerned that prob-

lems of GHI will be ignored un¬ 
til they become major issues. 
“Nobody wants to get involved 
when a co-op does well. When 
there is a crisis, it’s too late.” 

Not the Solution 

It is clear that Colton would 
have preferred to continue as 
GHI manager and tried to deal 
with some of these issues. How¬ 
ever, the atmosphere of the past 
two years has not been conducive 
to dealing with issues, according 
to Colton. He feels that staff 
has had to respond to numerous 
unsubstantiated charges and 
spend considerable energy in 
preparing thousands of pages of 
written responses. “More than 
any of the past managers, I have 


relied on giving the board source 
documents rather than summing 
up,” he stated. 

When his management prac¬ 
tices were called into question, 
Colton noted that he had called 
for the employment by the board 
of an outside firm to perform a 
management audit and that he 
had no concerns as to what their 
findings would be. However, his 
detractors were unwilling to take 
this course of action. 

Under the conditions of the 
past two years Colton felt he 
was able to accomplish little. 
“If you are not a part of the 
solution- then you are a part 
of the problem. It’s obvious that 
I’m not the solution to the prob¬ 
lem.” 

Helping Others 

In his new job, Colton will 
work with non-profit groups, 
local governments in a number 
of cities and states to help de¬ 
velop affordable housing and 
neighborhood revitalization The 
Enterprise Foundation was set up 
to address the worst problems of 
U.S, cities and poverty. 

About 50% of the time Colton 
will be traveling. He anticipates 
that he will enjoy the change. “I 
felt somewhat constrained in the 
village in the woods.” 

Kharkov 

Although offered employment 
with a private consulting firm 
under contract with the Agency 
for International Development, 
he declined because the two year 
move to the Ukraine would have 


been too disruptive for his fam¬ 
ily*, particularly his teenage 
daughter, “If it had been four 
years earlier, or four years later, 
I would have taken it,” he said. 

He would have worked in the 
mayor’s office in the city of 
Kharkov which is the size of 
the Baltimore metropolitan area 
—about 16 million people. Khar¬ 
kov is not well known, he be¬ 
lieves- because it was heavily 
into defense manufacturing. 

Going there was like going 
back to the cities of the forties 
and fifties, he said. “That’s not 
all bad. The public transit works. 
There is low crime. The worst 
crime problem is stealing wind¬ 
shield wipers because there is 
a severe shortage. There is 
nothing like getting shot in 
streets, hijacking or assaults. 

“Only since democratization 
have they begun to exhibit social 
problems like prostitution. Un¬ 
der the old system, there were 
heavy penalties and poor justice. 
You did not see alcoholism or 
drug addicts. 

“I was quite impressed with 
what I saw* Despite inflation of 
10% a month, the people are 
very upbeat. They feel they can 
improve their lives.” 

Improving Life 

While he will not be helping 
the Ukrainians improve their 
lives, Ron Colton is equally up¬ 
beat that he can help people in 
the inner cities improve their 
lives- And at the same time, he 
is optimistic that he will be im¬ 
proving his own life.

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COLTON RESIGNATION - WHAT OTHERS SAY

A| Freas, president, GHI: "I'm 
personally sad about it. I wish 
he would have stayed. However, 
I understand why he is leaving, 
. * . Ron’s greatest contribution 
to GHI was the planning of 
programs which would help us 
maintain and improve the com¬ 
munity over time. ■ . . such pro¬ 
grams as setting aside reserves, 
. ■ * programs for repairs and 
replacements. . . . things that 
will keep us from undergoing 
another rehab.” (Freas has 
served on the Board of Directors 
since the spring of 1991 and 
became president last January. 
In May, he was reelected to the 


board and by the board to serve 
as president). 

Carole Levin, GHI vice presi¬ 
dent: Levin was reluctant to 
comment concerning Colton’s ten¬ 
ure with GHI because she has 
served on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors for only a year. “I was 
disappointed in his statements 
that he made publicly and at 
the annual meeting. . . . Col¬ 
ton seemed to become personally 
embittered by the actions of a 
minority of members, which I 
think was unfortunate.” (Levin 
was elected vice president by the 
new Board at its May 22 meet¬ 
ing). 


member: “I was surprised that 
he was leaving, sort of, not 
really. As far as I know, he 
did a good job, - . . he did a 
pretty reasonable job under dif¬ 
ficult circumstances. It is a 
shame he got dragged into name 
calling to some extent. ... It 
may be hard to find a good 
manager. Anytime you have to 
fill a major position, it is a 
kind of crapshoot, I hope we 
are able to get someone as good 
as him” (Phelan was first 
elected to the board this May 
after serving as chair of the 
Woodlands Committee. In the 
election, he received the largest 
number of votes). 

Wayne Williams, GHI secre¬ 
tary: “I feel his resignation is 
unfortunate. GHI benefited from 
his being here. His business sense 
was very good. I thought that 
GHI nas been fortunate to have 
had the correct manager at the 
correct time. He put GHI on a 
steady course after rehab. He 
is an idealist and he is going 
to a phase of his profession 
where he has high hopes and 
optimism. It surely is a credit 
to him that he is taking this 
step at this time. (Williams, who 
was re-elected this May, has 
served on the board since 1977 
and was president for four of 
the years Colton served as gen¬ 
eral manager, 1989-1992). 

Margaret Hogensen: “Ron is 
the best manager that I have 
worked with. He served GHI 
better than any other going 
back to Roy Breashears. He is 
more knowledgeable about the 
maintenance aspects than any¬ 
one before He did a very good 
job of long range planning and 
improving the professional qual¬ 
ity of the staff. It’s unfortunate 
that he is resigning.” (Hogensen 
retired from the board this May 
after serving 16 years and served 
as GHI president from 1984- 
1989. 

James Maher, GHI Audit Com¬ 
mittee, and chair, Architect & 
Esthetics Committee: I have 
known Ron since 1988. I worked 
with him as chair of the A <& E 
Committee. I think the world of 
th : e man. I think tliat he did an 
admirable job. He took a lot of 
abuse. I was not surprised by 
his resignation. It is prestigi¬ 
ous for GHI that he was asked 
to work in the Ukraine, Fm 
sorry to see him go. He always 


had the interests of the co-op 
in mind.” 

Nat Shinderman, GHI activist: 
“Of the seven managers we have 
had, I consider Ron and Paul 
Campbell to have been the best 
of the lot and made the most 
progress. Ron built and improved 
on the organization. ... he made 
our replacement reserve pro¬ 
gram a reality, thereby elimi¬ 
nating the need for another re¬ 
habilitation program. ... he im¬ 
proved the" accounting proce¬ 
dures so that they are in accord 
with accepted accounting prin¬ 
ciples . .he had the loyalty 
and respect of the staff. . . . for 
the last four years we had bud¬ 
gets with surpluses. . . . Ron 
should be given credit for the 
solution to the parking prob¬ 
lem. He had tc stand a lot of 
abuse. That’s what motivated 
him to leave us,” (Shinderman 
had previously served on the 
board for 10 years and as presi¬ 
dent for two. He helped organ¬ 
ize the cooperative and claims 
to have served on every com¬ 
mittee, He is currently on the 
Bylaws, Newsletter and Search 
Committees). 

Eunice Coxon, GHI activist: 
“I cannot praise him because I 
feel that when he came there 
was no secrecy about salaries 
and that he brought the onset 
of secrecy. ... I feel that to 
attack the audit committee as 
he did was wrong. , . I expect 
that he will do all right in his 
new job and I wish him well,” 

Betty Deitch ex-board mem¬ 
ber: It is very unfortunate, all 
the things that happened that 
caused him to leave. He was a 
very good manager and simply 
harassed on the job. He was a 
wonderful help to members, es¬ 
pecially to senior citizens. He 
was really a caring person, real¬ 
ly into helping anyone in the 
co-op that needed help. (Deitch, 
who served two terms on the 
board, was not re-elected in 
May).

Carol Leventhal was elected 
secretary for the Maryland As¬ 
sociation of Youth Services Bu¬ 
reaus (MAYSB) at the June 
meeting of the organization- 
MAYSB members consist of the 
directors of Maryland’s 21 Youth 
Services Bureaus (YSB). The 
organization came into being 
when the YSBs were initially 
funded in 1972- Its mission is 
to improve services to Mary¬ 
land’s troubled youths and their 
families. 

Wendy Wexler completed her 
last Teen Discussion Group at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
This group was the third held 
this year- each consisting of 
eight sessions and approximate¬ 
ly 10 participants. The groups 
will resume in the fall in coop¬ 
eration with the school guidance 
office.

Students Buy Jeeps

April, May, 1943—Greenbelt 
High School student^ met their 
goal to raise sufficient funds to 
pay for one jeep for the “boys 
over there/’ The cost was $990 
and the students exceeded their 
goal by ten cents- Most of the 
funds, $703.50, were raised by 
the Junior class. 

However, the high schoolers 
were outclassed by the students 
at Greenbelt Center elementary 
school. These kids set out in Oc¬ 
tober to buy sufficient savings 
bonds and stamps to purchase two 
jeeps by doing odd jobs, such as 
washing windows, cleaning floors, 
taking grocery orders and run¬ 
ning errands. Averaging $295 a 
week, the kids raised $4,01)8.75 
enough for four fully armed ve¬ 
hicles. 

On Tuesday, May 18, four jeeps 
and a motorcycle from Fort 
Meade were brought to the school 
for dedication- Four students, 
Barbara Ann Colliver, David 
Melisch, Leonard Deibert and 
Barbara Blondell, got to name the 
jeeps—■'“Kitty Jeep,” “Greenbelt 
Eagle,” “Hitler’s Headache/’ and 
“G for Greenbelt/’

posal. However, Raszewski said 
they are considering rerouting 
the R-12 route to cover the 
R-ll/R-15 service areas on the 
way to New Carrollton. Because 
Greenbelters would he the last 
riders picked up in the morning 
and dropped off in the evening, 
service times would be compar¬ 
able to the current express 
routes. Currently, these buses are 
operating at less than one-half 
capacity- In contrast, he cited 
the express routes from Laurel 
which he described as operat¬ 
ing consistently with “stand¬ 
ing room only." 

T-15 

Another controversial route in 
the proposal is the R-15. Ras¬ 
zewski called this an issue of 
nomenclature. Currently it op¬ 
erates as the T-15/T-16. Under 
the proposal it will be renamed 
the T-15 and a loop to the God¬ 
dard Corporate Park will be 
added. Otherwise, Raszewski 
said, the service will be unchang¬ 
ed- (Contacted later by the News 
Review, Terry Potts from the 
county Office of Transportation 
clarified that under the turnback 
proposal, the T-15 route will no 
longer include Ivy Lane, instead 
that area will be served by the 
87 and 8© routes to Laurel.) 

Beltway Plaza 

Likcwski and Gilden both ex¬ 
pressed concern that the routes 
serving Beltway Plaza, accord¬ 
ing to Metro’s maps, would no 
longer go into the parking lot. 
Instead, riders would have to 
cross the lot After shopping, to 
get back to the core of town 
and Greenbelt East they would 
have tc lug their packages across 
the parking lot and cross the 
heavy traffic on Greenbelt Road. 

Raszewski said it was not the 
county’s intention to cut ser¬ 
vice into the plaza. He promised 
to look into the issue. He later 
told the News Review that the 
owners of the shopping center 
have asked that the buses be 
rerouted to the rear of the plaza- 
Negotiations are continuing, he 
said- 

Residential Streets 

Several speakers complained 
about the stated goal of keeping 


new routes off residential streets. 
Some blamed this policy as the 
reason for the F-6 changes and 
complained of longer walks to 
bus stops under the new pro¬ 
posal. Hensel asked “where are 
buses supposed to run" if not 
near potential riders. Raszewski 
said that the goal applied only 
to new routes, not current ones 
and was in response to the coun¬ 
ty’s past experience that when¬ 
ever it attempts to initiate ser¬ 
vice on a residential street, citi¬ 
zen protests over noise and vi¬ 
bration force cancellation of that 
service. 

Environment 

Judy Robinson, president of 
the Prince Georges County Civic 
Association, argued against the 
changes in the Greenbelt area 
on environmental grounds She 
called the reduction in public 
transportation options "irrespon¬ 
sible” given the poor air quality 
in the Washington area. 

Minivans should be used, she 
said, to take residents to the 
Metrorail station. Other speak¬ 
ers also urged the use of mini- 
vans or small buses to serve low 
ridership routes. However, Ras¬ 
zewski said small buses are “not 
a panacea.” Since the driver’s 
salary does not vary with bus 
size and is a major portion of 
the route cost, it is better to 
have that driver transport 40 
people than six. 

The Process 

On Thursday. July 8 at 7:30 
p.m„ the Washington Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) will hold a public 
hearing at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School Those wishing to 
speak must register by calling 
t£202> 962-1092. Following the 

hearing, the public record will 
stay open for 10 days for writ¬ 
ten comments. Raszewski esti¬ 
mated that the county Office of 
Transportation will make its 
recommendations to WMATA by 
the end of July* The WMATA 
board has final say on the route 
issues. 

Robinson and Hensel both 
called for people to get involved. 
Speak at the hearing, join the 
petition drive and write to elect¬ 
ed officials, they urged. Robin¬ 
son argued that the bus changes 


would increase the distance rid- 
eTs must walk and told those 
present “Don't let them get 
away with it." 

Hensel charged that the “plan 
doesn’t serve us.” She charged 
that the shift from bus to rail 
service would “double or tri¬ 
ple" commuters* costs and com¬ 
plained that even with the new 
station, Greenbelters cannot get 
out of the city on Sundays and 
holidays.

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Study to Take Fresh Look 
At Inter-County Connector 

by Elaine Skolnik 

A new study of an Intercounty Connector (ICC) link¬ 
ing the 1-270 corridor near Gaithersburg to U.S. 1 south of 
Laurel has been launched by the Maryland Department of 
Transportation (MDOT), State Highway Administration 
(SHA) and Mass Transit Administration, together with 
Montgomery and Prince Georges counties. An ICC infor¬ 
mation field office staffed by Maryland Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC) personnel opened June 15. 


“This new study will focus on 
open and ongoing communica¬ 
tion among MiDOT, the counties, 
environmental agencies, business 
and civic groups and the general 
public,” said Maryland’s Secre¬ 
tary of Transportation, 0. James 
Lighthizer* He noted that the 
study “will look at the ICC as 
a comprehensive transportation 
facility, which could include 
transit and high occupancy ve¬ 
hicle lanes, parkway-like fea¬ 


tures and hiker/biker trails.” 

According to Lighthizer, 
MDOT and Montgomery and 
Prince Georges counties joint¬ 
ly decided that a new ICC study 
should be undertaken which 
emphasizes a more interactive 
process with federal, state and 
local agencies and citizens. The 
process is expected to take about 
three years. 

No Build 

Of the many alternatives pro¬ 


posed over the years, the Green- 
belt City Council has favored the 
"No build Alternative.” Succes¬ 
sive councils have consistent¬ 
ly opposed any east-west con¬ 
nection between Montgomery and 
Prince Georges Counties that 
extended further west than 1-95, 
particularly the alternative that 
would tie in with Route 1 (Bal¬ 
timore Ave.) about a quarter 
of a mile north of Muirkirk 
Road- 

City Council’s opposition was 
based on the grounds that this 
alternative would funnel traffic 
to Greenbelt via the proposed 
Kenilworth Avenue Extension 
which council also vigorously op¬ 
posed- 

“We thought we put the nail 
in the coffin, but the monster 
arises again,” said Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld- He pointed out that 
each time the ICC route was 
revised, "it only created more 
problems for Greenbelt. . . . We 
have more than our share of 
traffic in and around the city.” 


County councilman Richard 
Castaldi, who represents Green¬ 
belt and Bowie, stressed that he 
has opposed the IOC 4< from the 
beginning.” He observed. “There 
were many environmental and 
wetland concerns and too many 
interchanges which would pro¬ 
mote more development. ... We 
need to focus more on better 
ways to handle traffic, to dis¬ 
tinguish between interstate and 
community traffic.” 

History 

The ICC concept has been on 
the drawing boards since the 
1950s- First considered as part 
of an outer Washington Beltway, 
then later as a cross-county con¬ 
nector between the 1-270 and 
1-95 corridors, the ICC has been 
included in the 1964 and 1969 
General Plan and local master 
plans in both counties for a 
number of years. 

SHA began a National En¬ 
vironmental Policy Act study of 
the ICC in the early 1980s, draft¬ 
ed an Environmental Impact 


Statement (EIS) and held a pub¬ 
lic meeting in 1983. A prelimi¬ 
nary Final Environmental Im¬ 
pact Statement was prepared in 
the late 1980s, but did not receive 
final approval due to environ¬ 
mental concerns, such as im¬ 
pacts on parks and wetlands* 

Ron Bums, Planning Super¬ 
visor in the Prince Georges 
County Planning Department 
noted that MNCPPC staff has 
been working for two years on 
a technical study of alternate 
routes linking the IOC from 1-95 
to Maryland Route 3/301. Bums 
will serve as the county’s tech¬ 
nical liaison, as well as the 
study’s traffic engineer. 

Fresh Look 

According to Lighthizer, the 
current study will provide “a 
fresh look at project issues and 
allow fer participation among 
all parties during the develop¬ 
ment of a purpose and need 
statement, environmental re¬ 
source inventory, transportation 
alternatives and environmental 
impact analyses and documenta¬ 
tion prior to final decisions be¬ 
ing made.” 

Joe Anderson, MNCPPC Tran¬ 
sportation Planner for Montgom¬ 
ery County, observed that it 
will be more efficient to have 
all the regulatory agencies, 
counties and communities in¬ 
volved in the ICC study from 
the start. This, he noted, would 
avoid later frustrations such as 
was experienced in the late 
1980s when a route was desig¬ 
nated, but found to have deficien¬ 
cies after an Environmental Im¬ 
pact Assessment was completed. 

The new ICC information cen¬ 
ter, which will provide a link 
to the community, will be lo¬ 
cated at 14015 New Hampshire 
Avenue in the former Colesville 
Elementary School. An informa¬ 
tion line, 217-4220 is open for 
citizens to give input and re¬ 
ceive updates on the study and 
center. Communication with the 
public will also be accomplished 
through newsletters, the media 
and town meetings. 

The Maryland-National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion in Montgomery County will 
operate the center with Ander¬ 
son at the helm. He noted that 
the center will be open from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Maryland Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture Robert L. Walker has 
announced the Plant Protection 
Section of his department will 
be selling small parasitic wasps 
to organic and home gardeners 
to combat the Mexican bean 
beetle.

The small parasitic wasps at¬ 
tack and kill the larval stage of 
the Mexican bean beetle. It is 
best that the wasps be released 
during June and July. The wasps 
will be shipped in a unit of 500 
which is enough to protect an 
average home garden. There is 
a fee price per unit plus ship¬ 
ping costs*

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again ! ! ! 

One of the most frustrating things that can happen to the 
daily commuter is getting ready to go to work and finding out 
the ear won’t start — just a clicking or choking noise or no noise 
at all. You wonder what could be wrong. You think the- battery 
is just 16 months old. so that can’t be the problem, and the lights 
and radio are working. A sign of low voltage is that there is less 
electricity than needed to start the car but enough to turn on all 
the goodies. The solution; jump-start the vehicle properly and 
safely, or call somebody to help, then drive to the repair facility. 
But do not turn off the engine or it might not start again. 

Step I: Once the engine is running we would hook up a circuit 
analyzer to measure voltage and amperage to evaluate the charg¬ 
ing circuit, alternator or regulator, and belt tension. 

Step II: Shut system down, disconnect battery cable, and install a 
measuring device to check for draining current. This test will 
display any voltage loss while the vehicle is in the rest position, 
such as that caused by a stuck-on trunk, glove box, or hood lamp. 

Step III: Charge battery on a charger. More than likely, something 
robbed the voltage. 

Please note these steps are to be performed if all connections 
are clean and tight, and battery is fairly new.
